12. Rent Tribunal to determine fair rent. ( 1 ) The Rent ** 
Tribunal shall ; on application by the landlord of the teñant or 
e building , fix the fair rent payable per annum for such 
building after holding such inquiry as may be prescribed : 


Section 12 is proposed to amend in order to have 
enhancement in the rental value in view of hike in 
prices and in general standard of living . 

Whereas a tenant can be evicted from a residential 
building on the ground of personal occupation , no 
such provision is found in the Act in respect of 
other non -residential buildings except the one used 
for the purpose of keeping a vehicle or adapted ior 
such use . 


Under Section 32 a summary eviction of a tenant 
can be obtained by a landlord for having not depo 
sited the rent in the Court during the pendency of 
the proceedings even though no permanent eviction 
is possible under the main proceedings, e. g . pro 
ceedings under Section 30 . 


There has been growing tendency in the recent 
times to deny the relationship of landlord and tenant, 
although the tenant occupies the building for a many 
number of years without having executed any lease 
deed in writing with the landlord and without the 
landlord issuing any receipt to the tenant. It has 
become very difficult for the tenant in such circums 
tances to prove the tenancy otherwise and the land 
lord takes the advantage of the situation particularly 
when the tenant files any application under section 
35 of the Act for essential services."

There are also certain other difficulties encoun 
tered in implementing the provisions of the Act and 
hence it is proposed to amend Sections 12 , 23 , 32 
and 34 of the said Act so as to provide for the 
maintenance of the balance between the interest of 
the landlord and the tenant. 


Provided that a person who becomes a landlord after the 
commencement of the tenancy by an instrument inter vivos 
shall not be entitled to apply under the Sub - section before 
the expiry of five years from the date on which the instru 
ment was registered :
